The  Island  lumber  Industry,  while 
feeling  the  effect  of  reduced  export 
orders,  is  looking  forward  to  a  brisk 
opening  on  the  Prairies  when  the 
season  revives. 

Inquiries  made  by  The  Colonist  yes- 
terday show  that  the  Coast  mills  are 
operating  about  ten  per  cent  less  than 
the  full  41-hour  week,  the  majority 
around  4  4  hours.  On  the  Ix>wer 
Fraser  the  mill  owners  have  decided 
to  reduce  to  five  days  a  week,  an  Im- 
portant decision  affecting  production 
when  two  of  the  largest  mills  are  se- 
curing their  supply  of  logs  on  the 
Island. 

Lumber  production  In  Washington 
Is  down  to  four  and  five  day  produc- 
tion per  week,  and  as  a  result  buying 
hss  become  more  difficult  and  prices 
are  strengthening.

A.  Robb.  acting  Minister  of  Finance 
brings  down  his  second  budget  next 
week  There  will  probably  be  some 
revision  of  the  tariff,  hut  reductions  of 
Importance  In  taxation  are  unlikely.

Fears  Entertained  That  For-

GENEVA,  March  12  — No  po- 
litical oration  since  the 
founding  of  the  League 
of  Nations  has  stirred  opinion  in 
League  circles  as  has  the  address 
delivered  by  Austen  Chamber- 
lain, the  British  Foreign  Secre- 
tary, utterly  rejecting  the  Geneva 

peace  protocol.  He  not  only 
flayed  the  protocol,  which  he  de- 
scribed as  asking  for  war  rather  than 
peace,  but  discarded  the  Idea  of  com- 
pulsory arbitration. 

Mr.  Chamberlain  affirmed.  In  effect, 
that  the  only  way  of  obtaining  secur- 
ity for  nations  was  the  conclusion  of 
special  defensive  arrangements  framed 
In  the  spirit  of  the  covenant  and  op- 
erating under  League  guidance. 

The  comment  most  often  heard  In 
the  League  corridors  after  the  speech 
was  thst  it  sets  back  ths  m  vement 
for  international  co-operation,  will 
encourage  reactionary  and  national- 
istic elements  In  all  countries  snd  be 
liable  to  influence  Kurope  to  return 
to  the  old  system  of  dangerous  alli- 
ances. 

Mr.  Chamberlain  Speaks 

"Amendment  and  InterpretaUon 
may  in  themselves  be  desirable,  but 
His  Msjesty's  Government  cannot 
believe  that  the  protocol  as  It  stands 
provides  a  suitable  method  of  at- 
tempting the  task."  declared  Austen 
Chsmberlsln.

HIKING  OF  ONK  NEW  CONSTABLE 
IS 


Commissioner   Staneland     Says  Vic- 
toria So  lawful  Isarge  Force 
Is  Uiaiaeorasary 

The  question  of  reorganising  ths 
Victoria  Police  Department  again 
came  to  the  fore  at  last  night's  meet- 
ing of  the  Police  Commission,  when 
Chief  Fry  recommended  that  the 
board  authorise  the  hiring  of  three 
new  constables  to  replsce  three  of- 
ficers who  have  resigned  at  different 
times  during  the  Winter.  Commis- 
sioner Staneland  held  that  Victoria 
waa  over-policed,  and  he  took  a  vig- 
orous stand  against  hiring  any  more 
men.  After  considerable  arithmetic 
It  was  shown  that  the  present  force 
consisted  of  forty  men  and  two 
women,  including  the  chief  constsble. 
a  deputy  chief,  six  detectives,  three 
patrol  drivers,  three  motorcycle  men 
and  six  sergeants.

SECRETARY  CONDEMNS 
GENEVA  PROTOCOL

The  Britlah  Foreign  Secretary 
made  his  address  before  a  chamber 
so  closely  packed  that  there  was 
scarcely  breathing  space. 

Korelgn  Mlnlater  Benea.  ofCsecho- 
Slovakla.  opened  the  aesslon  by  an- 
nouncing that  at  the  conclusion  of 
the  discussion  he  would  Introduce  a 
resolution   concerning  the  protocol. 

One  of  the  most  Importsnt  fea- 
tures of  Mr.  Chamberlain's  address 
Waa  that  telegraphic  communication 
with  the  Britlah  Dominlona  and  In- 
dia showed  that  Canada.  Australia, 
New  Zealand,  South*- Africa  and  In- 
dia were  also  unablo  to  accept  the 
protocol. 

Irish  Kmc  State 

He  was  not  yet  in  possession  of  the 
views  of  the  Irish  Free  State. 

After  emphasising  the  sympathy 
that  existed  throughout  the  British 
Kmplre  with  any  effort  to  improve 
the  International  machinery  for 
world  peace.  Mf.  Chamberlain  said 
that  succeaslve  administrations  In 
Creat  Britain,  with  the  full  approval 
of  the  self-governing  Dominions,  not 
only  had  In  the  ordinary  favored 
arbitration,  which  was  one  of  the 
features  of  the  protocol,  but  had 
practiced  it.  They  had  not  only 
preached  disarmament,  but  hnd  ac- 
tually disarmed  to  the  limit  of  tin- 
tlonal  safety.  They  had  taken  a  full 
share  In  creating  and  supporting  the 
league  of  Nations  and  the  per- 
manent court  of  International  jua- 
tlce      while  the     Immense  sacrinces 

they  had  made  in  ^t«*^*«£; 
eral  security  were  matters  of  recent 

history.  '  ... 

If  therefore,  continued  Mr.  «  hsjn- 
nerlaln.  after  consulting  lhe  Domin- 
ions "rest  Brltsln  saw  lnseparsble 
objections  to  signing  and  ratifying 
the  protocol  In  Us  present  shape, 
this  was  not  becsuse  she  felt  herself 
out  of  harmony  with  the  purposes 
the  protocol  was  Intended  to  serve  or 
w  s  opposed  In  principle  to  plsns 
for  clarifying  the  meaning  of  the 
league  of  Nations  covenant,  or 
strengthening  Its  provisions. 

British  Kinplrfa  Objection 
After  detailing  the  British  Km- 
nlres  objections  to  the  protocol.  Mr. 
(  hamberlaln  said  that  alnce  the  gen- 
eral provisions  of  the  covenant  could 
E5  be  stiffened  *1t^TMU^£d 
elnce  the  "estreme  cases  with  which 
the  I^sgue  might  have  to  de.l  would 
probsbly  affect  certain  nations  or 
groups  of  nations  more  than  others. 
The  British  Government  believed  the 
best  way  of  dealing  with  the  situa- 
tion was  by  co-operation  with  the 
league  of  Natlona  to  eupplement  the 
covenant  by  making  special  arrange- 
menta  In  order  to  meet  apodal  needs. 

"That  those  arrangements."  he 
conUnued.  "should  be  purely  defen- 
elve  In  character,  that  they  ahould  be 
framed  In  the  spirit  of  the  covenant, 
working  in  close  harmony  with  the 
l^tsaue  and  under  Ita  guidance.  la 
manifest.  And  in  the  opinion  of  Ills 
Majeaty's  Government  thoae  objects 
csn  beat  be  attained  by  knitting  to- 
gether the  natlona  moet  Immediately 
concerned  and  whose  dlfferencea

should  be  settled  by  arbitration,  Mr. 
Chamberlain  said  the  framers  of  the 
covenant  must  have  felt  that  the  ob- 
jections to  universal  and  compulsory 
arbitration  might  easily  outweigh  its 
theoretical  advantagea.  He  remarked 
that  last  year  Qroat  Britain  had 
made  a  reaervalion  that  so  fur  us 
she  herself  was  concerned,  greatly 
limits  the  universal  application  of 
the  compulsory  principle. 

Increased  Objections 

Mr.  Chamberlain  added  that  far 
from  diminishing  the  objections  to 
compulsory  arbitration,  the  protocol 
Increased  them,  because  of  the  weak- 
ening of  those  reservations  In  Clause 
IS  of  the  covenant,  which  were  de- 
signed to  prevent  any  Interference 
by  the  League  in  matters  of  domestic 
jurisdiction. 

This  was  the  nearest  Mr.  Cham- 
berlain got  to  the  problem  of  Immi- 
gration, rnlsed  by  the  so-called  Jap- 
anese amendment  to  the  protocol. 

Mr.  Chamberlain  argued  that  It 
was  a  great  mistake  "to  add  to  the 
HabiUUes  already  incurred"  without 
taking  Into  account  the  weakening 
of  the  League  through  the  non-ad- 
hesion of  some  powers.  He  Insisted 
the  economic  aanctions  provided  for 
in  the  protocol,  if  simultaneously  di- 
rected by  the  world  against  a  state 
which  wss  not  economically  self- 
sustaining,  would  be  a  weapon  of 
Incalculable  power. 

It  was  true,  he  said,  that  the 
League's  work  Is  going  on  benefi- 
cently and  fully  of  promise. 

It  might  be  said  with  truth  that 
the  problems  which  even  the  weak- 
ened League  has  had  to  face  have 
never  overstrained  ita  machinery. 

Mr.  Chamberlain  emphasised,  how- 
ever, that  powerful  economic  com- 
munities exist  outside  the  League, 
and  although  an  nggressor  state 
doubtless  would  suffer,  there  Is  no 
■presumption  Vat  It  would  be 
crushed  or  even  that  it  would  silffei 
moat. 

He  pointed  out  objectlona  to  Ar- 
ticles 7  and  8  of  the  protocol  which 
prohibit  military  preparation  during 
arbitration  proceedings.  •  He  said 
these  articles  mesnt  that  an  ag- 
gressor was  at  liberty  to  select  his 
own  date  for  picking  a  quarrel,  and 
that  before  alhat  date  he  might  dis- 
tribute his  armies'as  he  pleased.  He 
deemed  this  an  Intolerable  situation 
which  could  never  survive.

EARLY  B.C.  SURVEYS 
SUBJECT  OF  ADDRESS 

Chief  (Jovonimnit  tieosmplicr  Speaks 
Before   Victoria  F.nRinecr- 
iiur  Institute 

Interesting  points  in  the  early  his- 
tory of  British  tVlumbla  and  Vancou- 
ver Islund  were  touched  on  last  night 
by  Mr.  G.  G.  Aitken.  chief  geographer 
of  the  Province,  during  the  course  of 
an  address  given  before  the  Victoria 
Branch  of  the  Knglneerlng  Institute 
of  Canadu.  Mr.  Aitken  referred  to 
the  early  surveys  made  by  Captain 
Vancouver,  who  was  sent  to  the  Brit- 
ish Columbia  Coast  by  the  British 
Government  to  attend  the  ceremony 
Involved  In  the  upntogy  of  the  Span- 
lards  at  Nootkn,  West  Coast,  for  their 
arrest  of  Captain  John  Mearea.  Csp- 
tuin  Vancouver  had  made  the  first  re- 
putable survey  of  the  Coast  from  Juan 
de  Fuea  Strait  to  the  Queen  Char- 
lotte Islands. 

The  speaker  also  spoke  of  the  ex- 
pedition across  Britlah  Columbia  of 
Alexander  Mackenxle,  and  the  engin- 
eering work  that  had  followed  the  dia- 
covery  of  gold  In  the  Fraser  River  In 
18&X,  and  the  subsequent  settlement 
of  the  valley  region.  At  that  time 
the  Hritixli  (iovernment  hud  dis- 
patched to  Hrltlxh  t'olumblu  n  com- 
pany bj|  Royal  Knjrlneers,  in  commund 
of  Colonel  H.  C.  Moody,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  building  roads  and  trails,  to 
carry  out  the  survey  requirements  of 
the  colony  anil  to  assist  In  the  main- 
tenance of  law  and  order. 

Major  Aitken  led  on  to  the  construc- 
tion of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway, 
when  the  ftrnt  standard  survey  connec- 
tion with  the  prairie  land  survey  sys- 
tem pf  the  Dominion  (Iovernment  und 
the  British  t'olumblu  coast  surveys, 
were  mini.'.  lie  explained  the  value 
of  the  benefit*  which  hud  resulted 
from  the  introductloln  of  the  standard 
h.ife  map  syntem  made  in  the  nurvey 
branch  some  three  years  ago. 

The  speaker's  address  was  Illustrat- 
ed with  a  collection  of  lantern  slides 
which  served  to  muke  <  lenr  the  tech- 
nical phases  of  engineering  mentioned.

Mr  A.  W.  Ncill  has  brought  up 
the  subject  oi  the  defence  of  Canada 
icf"  the  House  of  Commons.  He  >» 
actuated,  we  believe,  by  sturdy  mo- 
tives and  his  suggestion  is  that  a 
nonpartisan  committee  of  the  House 
uf  Commons  should  bring  in  some 
recommendations  on  the  subject  with 
the  aid  of  leehnical  experts.  That  is 
a  "  proposal  »o  that  the  matter  may 
l,e  taken  entirely  out  of  politics,  a 
most  estimable  idea  if  it  can  be  ac- 
complished. Mr.  Neill  has  done  good 
service  in  pointing  especially  to  the 
defenceless  state  of  Canada's  Pacific 
(  oast.  He  is  a  supporter  of  the 
(iovrrnment  in  power,  one  reason 
which  may  lead  to  some  attention 
being  given  to  his  representations, 
and  we  may  assume  that  the 
plea  made  by  Mr.  Neill  will  at  least 
receive  the  sanction  of  the  Minister 
of  Defence,  on  the  strength  of  the 
laiter's  past  utterances  on  the  sub- 
ject. 

It  will  be  of  interest  to  note  the 
altitude  of  the  Progressive,  on  this 
question  of  national  defence,  and  how 
far  that  attitude  will  influence  the 
liberal  Party.  Mr.  Neill  brings  up 
the  subject  at  a  time  when  a  Fed- 
eral election  is  believed  to  be  m 
sight,  but  he  specifically  wishes  that 
it  should  be  kept  out  of  party  pol- 
ities. It  is  the  fact  that  it  was  ever 
precipitated  into  party  politics  that 
h»s  led  to  Canada,  being  practically 
defenceless  today,  and,  so  long  as 
th)e  subject  cannot  be  raised  to  the 
level  that  it  should  occupy,  this 
country  will,  in  every  probability,  be 
similarly  ill  equipped.  Mr.  Neill  de- 
serves commendation  for  having 
brought  on  a  discussion  on  a  great 
and  vita!  subject,  even  if  nothing  is 
done. 


A  REVOLUTIONARY  LEADER 

Dr.  Sun  Yat  Sen,  who  has  just 
died,  had  figured  for  nearly  thirty 
years  in  China's  revolutionary  affairs. 
Perhaps,  in  the  course  of  history,  he 
will  be  best  remembered  because  of 
the  influence  which  he  was  able  to 
exert  outside  of  China,  and  often  far 
removed  from  that  country,  through 
a  period  of  two  decades  in  influencing 
events  which  brought  about  the  fall 
of  the  Manchu  dynasty  from  power. 
He  was  never  a  great  man  in  that 
accepted  term,  %\it  there  is  no  doubt 
that  he  had  a  definite  place  in  the 
hearts  of  millions  of  his  countrymen. 
He  lived  and  moved  always  in  a 
spirit  of  intrigue.  He  was  an  idealist, 
a  believer  in  Western  democratic  in- 
stitutions, and  he  possessed  honesty 
of  purpose.  Following  the  deposition 
of  the  Manchu  dynasty,  Dr.  Sun  Yat 
Sen  continued  his  intrigues.  He 
wanted  a  unified  China  under  a  re- 
publican government,  yet  he  was  one 
of  those  who  led  to  the  growing 
cleavage  between  the  North  and  the 
South. 

Dr.  Sun  Yat  Sen  was  emblematic 
of  the  young  China  which  seeks  to 
create  a  new  country  after  the  model 
of  the  United  States.  He  was  one 
of  the  men  of  thought  and  character, 
and  there  are  thousands  of  them  in 
China,  trying  to  discover  the  great 
riddles  of  life  that  China  has  pro- 
duced. He  had  great  powers  of  self- 
sacrifice.  For  almost  thirty  years  he 
carried  his  life  in  his  hands  wherever 
he  went  He  fought  the  partial  re- 
action against  the  Revolution.  He 
created  a,  revolution  within  a  revolu- 
tion. He  was  dissatisfied  because  the 
extravagant  hopes  of  the  reformers 
were  not  immediately  fulfilled,  and 
because  the  East  could  not  hasten  its 
homogenity  with  the  West.  To  say 
that  Dr.  Sun  Yat  Sen  personally 
wanted  power  would  he  perhaps  an 
exaggeration.  He  wanted  it  more  than 
anything  else  to  put  his  precepts  and 
principles  in  to  practice,  not  for  his 
own  aggrandizement.  His  views  per- 
haps were  distorted  in  several  particu- 
lars, but  he  held  to  them  courageously. 
His  greatest  mistake  was  in  believing 
that  China  could  turn  from  the 
regime  of  the  Manchus  to  a  full- 
blown republicanism  by  a  mere 
change  in  her  constitutional  au- 
thority. 

The  death  of  Df.  Sun  Yat  Sen  will 
probably  have  a  pacifying  effect  on 
Chinese  affairs.  So  long  as  he  lived 
and  was  able  to  agitate,  there  was 
danger  existing  for  any  government 
at  Peking  of  which  he  was  not  a 
member.  With  his  passing  millions 
of  his  followers  will,  in  every  prob- 
ability, have  to  seek  new  political 
alignments,  because  he  leaves  no 
successor.  The  best  that  may  be  said 
of  him  is  that  he  was  an  influence 
in  leading  China  to  accent  Western 
civilixation.  He  was  responsible  for 
untoward  events,  but  he  was  respon- 
sible, too,  for  a  courage  and  determi- 
nation which  have  made  his  followers 
a  factor  of  no  mean  iniprtancc  in 
shaping  the  destiny  of  China  The 
late  Dr.  Sun  Yat  Sen  laid  down  three 
great   principles   for   his  followers. 

(1)  The  Chinese  to  he  a  free  race; 

(2)  the  people  to  be' supreme  in  gov- 
ernment; (3)  the  people  to  be  su- 
preme in  wealth  production.  |JC 
wanted  a  revolution,  in  soc.etj  H«

was  a  Socialist,  believing  that  it  waa 
possible  to  introduce  the  experiment 
on  a  great  scale  in  China  and  under 
conditions  which  would  insure  «its 
growth.  How  he  failed  is  wr.tten  on 
the  face  of  China  today,  and  he  failed 
because  he  was  a  visionary,  and 
while  eminently  practical  in  intrigue, 
he  proved  weak  in  administration.

AND  SHIPPING 


Since  1921  the  losses  on  working 
and  the  sum  written  off  on  Australia's 
State-owned  shipping  have  totalled 
£11,091,631.  In  June,  1923,  the  cap- 
ital value  of  the  fleet  was  written 
down  'rom  £12,766,588  to  £4,718.500 
—a  depreciation  of  £8,048.438.  From 
the  beginning  this  venture  in  State- 
owned  shipping  never  had  the  sup- 
port of  the  Australian  people. 
Through  it  the  Commonwealth  Gov- 
ernment, as  the  employer  was  drawn 
into  its  own  arbitration  courts.  The 
Government  experienced  heavy  ex- 
pense through  industrial  complica- 
tions and  it  is  fairly  obvious  that  the 
Line  was  not  well  managed,  since  the 
losses  experienced  were  so  heavy. 

It  is  an  ironical  comment  that  at 
a  moment  when  Australia  should 
have  decided  to  get  rid  of  its  costly 
failure,  the  Government  of  Canada 
should  be  proposing  to  subsidize 
shipping  interests,  which  are  not  al- 
ready in  the  trade,  for  an  annual  sum 
of  £275,000.  Mr.  Mackenzie  King's 
Government  has  not  derived  benefit 
from  the  experience  with  the  Cana- 
dian Merchant  Marine,  or  from  the 
example  of  the  Commonwealth  Line. 
That  Government  proposes  to  mul- 
tiply the  losses  which  have  already 
been  incurred  in  this  country  by  a 
State-owned  merchant  marine,  which 
has  been  a  losing  undertaking  from 
its  inception.  Mr.  King  is  perpetu- 
ating his  policy  of  making  business 
a  target  for  political  agitation,  and  he 
does  not  seem  to  care  very  much  what 
it  costs  the  taxpayers  of  Canada  in 
the  process. 

THE  DEATH  PENALTY 


Succession  Duties,  or  rather  Death 
Duties,  as  they  should  be  more 
rightly  called,  are  not  only  despoiling 
the  dead  but  bankrupting  the  living. 
They  were  instituted  so  that  raids 
could  be  made  an  capital.  They  are 
crushing  in  their  incidence.  The  State 
is  the  first,  and  often  enough  the  last 
and  the  only  beneficiary,  from 
estates  of  the  dead.  It  swallows  up 
the  rightful  heritage  of  relatives;  it 
is  adamant  in  its  demands  for  its  Suc- 
cession Duties.  These  must  be  satis- 
fied though  starvation  may  ensue  to 
the  alleged  beneficiaries  of  a  will. 
These  Succession  Duties  put  a  damp- 
er on  thrift,  and,  above  all,  are  put- 
ting a  damper  on  those  who  would 
invest  hi  the  land.  No  wonder  they 
are  hailed  with  delight  by  Socialists, 
who  see  in  them  the  death  penalty 
foreordained  for  those  who  have  been 
successful  in  the  affairs  of  life. 


The  new  home  for  Ursus  Kermo- 
deii  has  been  constructed  in  Beacon 
Hill  Park.  Although  it  was  pointed 
out  at  the  time  this  home  was  con- 
templated that  the  present  location 
of  the  white  bear  was  about  the 
poorest  that  the  park  affords,  the 
civic  authorities  have  been  successful 
in  finding  a  poorer  still.  They  seem 
to  have  canvassed  their  brains  to  lo- 
cate a  place  that  would  receive  the 
smallest  possible  amount  of  sunshine. 
The  Game  Conservation  Board,  the 
custodian  of  the  bear,  should  have 
taken  a  hand  in  the  selection-  of  a  lo- 
cation for  the  permanent  home  of  the 
animal  and  in  the  process  should 
have  demonstrated  its  knowledge  of 
the  fact  that  bears,  just  as  all  other 
animals,  like  sunshine,  which  is  neces- 
sary to  their  health.  Ursus  Kemodeii 
has  been  groping  for  sunshine  ever 
since  its  incarceration  in  Beacon  Hill 
Park. 


In  Australia,  during  a  three  and  a 
half  year  period  ending  September  1, 
1924,  the  annual  excess  of  arrivals 
over  departures  was:  British  subjects, 
29,120;  foreigners.  4,610.  On  the  as- 
sumption that  20,000  British  subjects 
and  a  similar  number  of  aliens  are 
admitted  yearly  for  the  next  ten  years 
the  British  population  at  the  end  of 
that  period  will  represent  96  per  cent 
of  the  total  population.  The  experi- 
ence of  the  past  shows  how  unlikely 
it  is  that  such  a  number  of  foreigners 
will  find  their  way  to  Australia, 
whereas,  on  the  other  hand,  the  Brit- 
ish immigration  there  shows  every 
sign  of  increasing. 

During  1924  11,851  Jews,  compris- 
ing 4,573  men,  3,836  women  and  3,442 
children,  entered  Palestine  as  immi- 
grants. During  the  same  period  the 
Jewish  emigrant*  numbered  2,037,  so 
that  the  net  increase  of  the  Jewish 
population  during  the  year  was  9,814, 
apart  from  births.  The  correspond- 
ing increase  in  1923  was  3,788.  It  is 
noted  that  many  of  those  Jews  now 
entering  Palestine  are  people  with 
means  who  are  founding  new  in- 
dustries, and  others  are  readily  being 
absorbed  into  the  labor  market. 
There  is  practically  no  unemploy- 
ment among  the  Jewish  population.

The  fact  of  the  matter  is  that  the 
Parliament  of  Canada  is  too  big  and 
too  costly  an  institution  for  the  tax- 
payers of  Canada  to  carry  without  dis- 
comfort. Parliament  is  not  dispropor- 
tionate to  the  physical  size  of  the 
country,  but  it  is  altogether  out  of 
proportion  to  the  number  of  people  in 
the  country.  The  same  objection  may 
be  taken  to  every  Legislature  within 
the  country.  They  are  all  too  big  and 
too  costly,  a  weary  load  for  the  tax- 
payers to  carry. 

•  •    •  — 

And  the  mischief  of  it  is  that  Par- 
liament and  the  Legislatures  are 
getting  bigger  and  bigger.  Govern- 
ments at  irregular  intervals  submit 
what  they  call  redistribution  measures, 
and  every  redistribution  measure  that 
is  introduced  and  passed  increases  rep- 
resentation in  the  Assemblies.  There 
is  not  a  Government  in  the  country, 
not  a  Legislature  in  the  country,  that 
could  not  have  its  membership  cut  in 
two  to  the  immense  relief  of  the  tax- 
payer and  without  inflicting  4he  sligh- 
est  injustice  upon  the  people  members 

are  elected  to  represent. 

•  •  • 

But  no  government  ever  thinks  of 
reducing  its  numbers  or  reducing  the 
number  of  members  elected  to  support 
or  to  oppose  it.  That  would  not  be 
playing  the  political  game  according 
to  the  political  Hoyle.  That  would 
have  the  effect  of  arousing  the  hostility 
of  the  practical  politicians,  which  is 
something  no  government  can  afford 
to  do.  Notwithstanding  what  its  sup- 
porters in  the  Canadian  House  of  Com- 
mons have  said  about  the  Senate,  the 
King  Government  will  appoint  a 
number  of  new  Senators,  and  there 
will  be  a  considerable  number  of  the 
political  supporters  of  the  King  Gov- 
ernment seeking  seats  in  the  Senate 
before  the  pending  general  elections. 
As  far  as  the  King  Government  is 
concerned,  all  the  agitation  about  re- 
form of  the  Senate  is  just  so  much 
bjincombe — and  there  has  been  a  good 
deal  of  buncombe  about  reform  and 
"autonomy"  and  other  things  set  in 
circulation  since  the  King  Government 
attained  power. 

A  British  public  man  has  made  an 
interesting  suggestion  to  the  American 
people.  This  public  man  suggests  that 
the  British  Empire  and  the  American 
Republic  put  an  Anglo-Saxon  girdle 
round  the  earth — an  aerial  girdle  for 
control  of  trade  and  commerce,  to  be 
explicit.  That  is  a  very  pleasant 
dream,  a  very  beautiful  abstraction  to 
sit  back  and  complaisantly  contemplate. 
'Tis  true  that  Great  Britain  and  the 
I  nited  States  are  very  keen  rivals  in 
trade,  and  that  every  year  and  every 
day  that  rivalry  is  becoming  keener, 
but  it  would  be  very  nice  to  consider 
the  air  reserved  exclusively  for  the 
peaceful  pursuits  of  industry  and  com- 
merce, and  war  upon  it  or  through  it 
forever  placed  under  a  ban  by  the  two 
most  powerful  nations  in  the  world. 
That  dream  may  "come  true."    It  is 

not  an  impossible  consummation. 

•  •  • 

At  the  same  time  we  do  not  believe 
Lord  Thomson  has  any  authority  for 
stating  that  Great  Britain  is  in  any 
sense  "working  eastward"  because  of 
the  necessity  of  drawing  closer  to- 
gether the  component  parts  of  the  Em- 
pire. India  is  of  course  a  very  import- 
ant part  of  the  British  Empire.  But 
Canada  and  Australia  are  on  the 
western  route  of  trade  and  commerce, 
and  they  may  be  considered  parts  of 
the  British  Empire  of  some  importance. 
Are  Australia  and  Canada  not  to  be 
taken  into  consideration  when  the 
practical  matter  of  the  establishment 
of  aerial  trade  routes  arises?  In  point 
of  fact,  we  believe  Great  Britain  is 
already  considering  the  matter  of 
establishing  aerial  trade  routes,  and 
that  both  of  the  great  Dominions  are 

included  in  the  scheme. 

•  •  \ 

In  considering  Lord  Thomson's 
thesis  certain  facts  must  not  be 
ignored.  Great  Britain's  mercantile 
marine  already  girdles  the  globe.  The 
United  States  also  has  a  mercantile 
marina  which  is  operating  in  many 
parts  of  the  globe.  Those  two  institu- 
tions for  the  promotion  of  trade  and 
commerce  are  not  co-oparating  for  a 
common  purpose.  They  are  operating 
in  competition  against  each  other.  If  we 
are  to  believe  what  a  certain  admiral 
in  the  United  Statas  has  to  say,  the 
two  mercantile  marines  are  operating 
in  bitter  competition  against  each 
otheA  Of  course  it  is  possible  that 
this  rivalry  may  not  be  carried  into  the 
air.  But  we  fear  the  chances  are 
against  such  most  desirable  consumma- 
tion. When  aerial  route*  are  estab- 
lished they  will  be  operated  for  profit, 
and  in  order  »o  make  profits  they  must 
be  oparaUd  in  accordance  with  busi- 
ness principles,  not  in  accordance  with 
sentimental  considerations.  Those  facts 
generally  involve  competition,  and  we 
believe  there  will  be  competition  in  the 
air  just  as  there  is  at  present  compe- 
tition over  the  surface  of  the  water. 


If  Lord  Thomson  had  suggested  a 
British  and  American  radio  girdle 
around  the  world,  that  wefcld  have 
been  something  more  substantial  than 
•  dream  That  girdle  has  been  par- 
tially established  already,  and  when  it 


is  completed,  as  it  certainly  will  be 
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to  usSj  pfoceswo*  b 
velopcd.  At  Confaderatlon.  when 
the  ayst«m  waa  taken  over  by  the 
Dominion  and  made  uniform,  there 
were  S.S00  poat  offices  and  the 
revenue*  were  Juat  over  a  million 
dollars.  The  revenue  today  runs 
close  to  twenty-nine  millions,  with  a 
like  amount  in  the  Post  Office  8*>v- 
lna-s  Bank.  Shortly  after  the  Domin- 
ion acquired  the  postal  system,  the 
letter  rate  was  reduced  from  five  to 
three  cents.  In  Canada,  and  on  this 
day  in  188  8  the  new  three-cent  stamp 
was  Issued.

Sir. — The  recent  announcement 
that  Ore, it  Britain  contemplates  re- 
ducing her  war  debts  due  her  from 
her  Allies  to  an,  extent  which  will 
leave  only  enough  outstanding  to 
cover  her  war  debt  to  the  United 
States  has  recalled  to  mind  a  letter 
written  by  me  to  members  of  the 
Cabinet  and  Congress  sometime  ago. 
a  copy  of  which  I  erfclose. 

It  Is  greatly  to  be  regretted  that 
an  arrangement  for  the  mutual  ad- 
justment of  all  the  Inter-Allied  war 
debts  incurred  prior  to  the  Armistice 
could  not  have  been  Initiated  by  our 
own  Government.  The  fact  that  the 
largest  part  of  the  debts  due  us  was 
contracted  for  the  purchase  of  >rfar 
material  and  used  by  our  Allies  In 
the  great  common  cause,  certainly 
affords  an  adequate  basis  for  such  a 
movement  on  our  part. 

To  me  at  least  It  seems  clear  be- 
yond a  doubt  that  the  attitude  taken 
by  Ore*!  Britain  should  be  followed 
and  furthered  by  the  United  States. 
Every  possible  reason  exists  for  this 
course.  The  business  Interests  of 
this  country  require  the  speedy  re- 
habilitation of  the  finances  of  our 
Allies,  which  admittedly  cannot  be 
brought  about  without  an  adjustment 
of  war  debts.  Furthermore,  the 
goodwill  of  European  nations  Is  now 
and  will  be  Increasingly  essential  to 
the  prosperity  and  security  of  the 
United  States.  Our  physical  Isolation 
amounts  to  nqthlng  In  view  of  the 
annihilation  of  space  by  science  and 
the  outreach  of  business  Interests. 
Instead  of  being  Isolated  from  the 
rest  of  the  world,  the  United  States, 
largely  because  of  the  financial  re- 
sults of  the  World  War,  now  finds  It- 
self in  the  very  centre  of  the  world, 
with  Europe  on  tha  one  hand  and 
Asia  on  the  other.  The  possible  affi- 
liation of  the  yellow  and  brown  races 
among  themselves  and  even  with 
Russia  should  not  be  overlooked  and 
should  certainly  cause  us  to  revalue 
and  re-establish  the  friendships  of 
Europe. 

When  the  dictates  of  generosity  are 
so  overwhelmingly  seconded  by 
rtuoni  of  good  business  and  the 
recognition  of  highest  moral  obliga- 
tion, la  It  not  time  that  the  leaders  of 
our  public  affairs  take  some  definite 
action  along  the  lines  herein  sug- 
gested?

The  evidence  of  Kdwanl  Thomas, 
at  the  auggestion  of  hla  counsel,  was 
given  before  Coroner  |  >r.  K.  <\  Hart, 
ufv»>r  a  warning;  with  regard  to  his 
position  in  the  police  court. 

Thomas  gave  his  age  as  nineteen, 
unit  he  had  had  four  years'  experi- 
ence in  driving  cars,  lie  testified  that 
as  he  approached  this  place  where 
the  accident  occurred  lie  saw  a  child 
come  through  <•  Rale.  Hla  attention 
Just  al  that  moment  was  drawn  to 
sumo  children  on  the  other  side  of 
the  road.  As  ho  was  npproachlng 
Alpha  Street,  he  blew  hla  horn. 

The  child  ran.  right  in  front  of  his 
car,  witness  said.  He  drew  up  as 
quickly  as  possible.  lie  imagined 
that  hla  speed  at  the  time  was  not 
more  than  llfteen  miles  an  hour. 

In  reply  to  a  Jurymen,  he  said  that 
his  brakes  were  working  all  right. 
The  children  on  the  other  side  of  the 
toad  to  whom  he  had  been  attructed 
were  coming  towards  the  road.  The 
day  was  line  and  Ihe  street  dry. 

Evidence  was  given  by  Mr.  Kdgur 
Adnmson  and  Mr.  W.  O.  Richardson 
that  the  car  was  traveling  at  a  mod- 
erate rate  of  speed,  and  that  the 
child  attempted  to  cross  the  street  In 
front  of  the  car. 

Or.  .1  II.  Moore  gave  medical  testi- 
mony. 

Coroner's  Comment 

The  evidence  showed,  said  the 
coroner,  that  the  child  was  crossing 
In  the  middle  of  the  block.  While  It 
was  Incumbent  upon  every  person 
driving  a  car  to  '  take  care  to  avoid 
accident  yet  accidents  would  some- 
times happen.  Unless  they  thought 
that  the  young  man  was  grossly  neg- 
ligent In  some  way  he  did  not  think 
they  would  be  Justified  In  finding  a 
verdict  of  manslaughter. 

After  bringing  In  a  verdict  of  ac- 
cidental death  the  Jury  went  on 
record  in  a  resolution  of  sympathy 
for  the  parents  of  the  child.

This  was  one  of  the  more  striking 
statements  made  by  l'rofeasor  Clark, 
of  the  University  of  British  Columbia. 
In  a  very  scholarly  Illustrated  lecture 
which  he  save  on  Wednesday  exening 
for  a  blK  audience  nt  the  Girls'  Cen- 
tral School  under  the  auspices  of  the 
University  Extension  Course.  Among 
the  very  fine  lantern  slides  which 
were  shown  were  several  giving  views 
of  the  ancient  city  of  Florence  on  the 
banks  of  the  Arno  amid  the  slopes  of 
the  Appenines.  The  architecture  of 
the  city  waa  very  well  Uluatrated  alao. 
Including-  the  Baptlntery.  erected  In 
the  Twelfth  Century,  one  of  the  few 
existing  buildings  which  Dante  was 
known  to  have  seen  and  written 
about;  the  Cathedral  on  the  IMaAa 
del  Duomo,  erected  In  the  Fourteenth 
century;  the  Campanile,  Giotto's 
greatest  work,  erected  in  the  Four- 
teenth century;  the  Pantheon,  the 
Kanta  Maria  Novella,  the  Church  of 
the  Trinity,  and  many  of  the  other 
great  buildings,  bridges  and  palaces. 
I 'lon-iii  in.-  Art 
Some  of  the  more  famoua  painting's, 
frescoes,  bronses  and  statues  which 
were  part  of  the  effulgent  expresalon 
of  Florentine  art  in  the  post-Rena- 
acence  period.  were  alao  shown. 
Among  the  most  striking  of  the  pic- 
tures were  those  of  the  two  great 
bronse  doora  of  the  Cathedral,  the 
work  of  Ohlbertl,  one  of  the  most 
noted  of  the  Florentine  sculptors. 
Orace.  Imagination  and  .  Inspiration 
were  found  in  these.  Not  only  were 
the  doora  themselves  beautifully  pro- 
portioned as  to  decoration,  but  each 
of  the  panels  In  Itself  was  a  master- 
piece of  art.  the  entire  work  having 
taken  more  than  twenty  years  to 
complete.  Donatello's  choir  frlese.  a 
celebrated  panel  representing  singing 
choir  boys,  and  a  pulpit  panel  from 
the  Church  of  Santa  Croce  represent- 
ing dancing  children,  also  by  Dona- 
i.iiu.  were  shown  as  among  the  char- 
uterlstlc  sculptural  beauties  of  the 
time. 

The  close  connection  between  the 
pre- Renascence  art  and  religion  waa

arbitration  had  been  Increased  be- 
cauae  the  protocol  had  weakened 
thoae  League  covenant  atlpulatlona 
which  were  dealgned  to  prevent  In- 
terference by  the  League  in 
of  domeatlc  Jurladlctlon. 

He  condemned  the  protocol  be- 
cause it  deatroyed  the  balance  and 
■pirit  of  the  covenant,  and  because 
Instead  of  emphasising  friendly  co- 
operation it  stressed  too  much  the 
preaervation  of  peace  by  organizing 
for  war  on  the  largent  scale. 

Of  the  other  countries  reported  on 
the  council,  France  atood  aolldly  by 
the  covenant  In  a  defensive  address 
by  M.  Brland,  yet  offered  a  kind  of 
welcome  to  Mr.  Chamberlaln'a  sub- 
atltute  auggeatlon  of  special  treatlaa. 

M.  Brland  declared  that  a  ayatem 
of  alliancea  wan  made  poaalble  under 
the  protocol.  If  it  were  the  beat 
means  of  aaaurlng  peace,  he  aald,  then 
well  and  good. 

Alluding  to  Franca'a  friendship, 
like  for  Poland  and  Ctecho-Hlovakla. 
he  IneWited  that  such  a  ayatem  muat 
never  caat  aside  certain  nation*  who 
alao  had  the  right  to  be  protected 
against  war. 

Italy  Approves  Special  Treaties 

Italy,  through  Vittorlo  Sclaloia. 
former  foreign  mlnlater.  came  out 
flatly  for  Mr.  Chamberlain's  proposal 
of  special  treaties,  while  Viscount 
Ishll.  for  Japan,  announced  that 
Tokio  had  not  completed  examination 
of  the  protocol,  but  appreciated  Its 
lofty  and  noble  idea  and  would  con- 
tinue Its  study  in  profound  sympathy 
and  co-operation. 

Belgium,  represented  by  Paul  Hy- 
mana,  saw  In  the  British  proposal  a 
way  to  atablllr.e  peace,  while  awaiting 
attainment  of  general  security. 

Brasll  pledged  her  support  to  any 
scheme  of  mutual  aaalstance.  provid- 
ed It  was  general  In  character. 

Spain,  through  Count  Qulnonea  de 
Leon,  adopted  a  similar  attitude. 

Sweden  said  her  eventual  attitude 
would  be  that  of  the  Great  Powers, 
and  Uruguay  recommended  throwing 
the  whole  question  before  the  next 
assembly. 

it  seemed  clearly  to  appear  from 
the  general  discussion,  as  well  as  the 
private  utterances  of  the  leaders  of 
the  various  countries  after  the  coun- 
cil's adjournment,  that  the  Geneva 
protocol,  as  now  framed,  has  little 
hope  of  survival. 

Far  Too  Idealistic 

The  frequent  opinion  heard  was 
that  tha  last  League  meeting,  under 
the  leadership  of  Liberals  like  Ram- 
say MacDonald'and  M.  Herrlott,  had 
gone  too  far  In  tha  direction  of 
Idealism.  "Quite  apart  from  any 
conalderatlon  that  they  had  perhaps 
produced  an  unworkable,  even  a 
dangerous  instrument,  thera  was  a 
rather  mournful  admlaalon  that  the 
world  aa  at  present  constituted  and 
with  existing  political  conditions  must 
content  «t"«"  l»«*er  thlnca  than 

the  idaala  behind  the  Geneva  proto- 
col " 

Many  of  the  French  frankly  ad- 
mitted that  England'a  alliance  sug- 
gestion meant  the  maintenance  of 
military  force  In  order  that  the  pow- 
er* In  an  alliance  might  be  able  to 
preserve  the  worlda  peace. 

Hyman  e  acceptance  of  England'a 
special  agreement  propoaal  waa  fol- 
lowed by  the  pathetic  declaration  that 
the  prlnolplea  behind  the  protocol 
would  never  dlaappear  from  human 
conscience.  HI*  hope  was  that  the 
day  would  come  when  the  state  of 
men's  mlnda  would  make  It  poaalble 
to  apply  them.

Tet  thla  hope  1*  not  too  atrongly  en- 
tertained, deaplte  Urltiah  Insistence 
that  any  special  pacta  muat  nov  only 
be  consistent  with  the  covenant  and 
be  framed  in  its  spirit,  but  also  work 
with  and  be  guided  by  the  League. 
Inequality  for  Small  Nation* 
Among  the  spokesmen  of  the  small- 
*r  atates  the  fear  waa  voiced  that  any 
grouping  of  the  Great  Powers  would 
Inevitably  mean  Inequality  for  the 
leaser  countrlea,  who  found  aalvatlon 
In  the  equality  furniahed  by  the  proto- 
col and  In  the  universality  of  lta  as- 
sistance.

If  these 
fear*  exist,  he  argued,  they  cannot 
effectually  be  removed  by  even  the 
moat  perfect  method  of  dealing  with 
particular  disputes  by  the  machinery 
of  inquiry  and  arbitration.

March  U— Charg- 
ing Hon.  A.  M.  Manson.  Attorney- 
General,  with  a  deliberate  attempt  to 
put  the  city  police  department  out  of 
business,  with  a  view  to  carrying  out 
his  announced  plan  for  a  Province- 
wide  police  aggregation.  Mayor  L.  D. 
Taylor  announced  today  that  he  would 
ask  the  City  Council  Monday  to  make 
the  following  demands  upon  the  At- 
torney-General: 

1.  That  he  supply  the  city  with 
the  bill  to  be  charged  the  city  for  ac- 
tivities of  the  Provincial  Police  In 
liquor  enforcement  within  the  city 
sinoe  September  10,  1»I4. 

2.  That  he  withdraw  the  Provin- 
cial Police  from  the  city  In  accord- 
ance with  aaaurancea  given  early  in 
the  year. 

"I  am  satisfied  that  the  council  will 
support  my  atand  In  thla  matter."  said 
the  Mayor  tonight. 

"A  city  the  else  of  Vancouver  la  en- 
titled to  autonomy  in  police  adminis- 
tration. On  the  understanding  that 
the  city  would  not  be  charged  up  with 
the  coat  of  provincial  police  opera- 
tlona  thla  year  the  council  placed 
960,000  extra  in  the  eatlmatea  to  take 
care  of  the  enforcement  of  the  liquor 
act.  I  have  given  peraonal  attention 
to  apeedlng  up  of  liquor  law  enforce- 
ment by  the  police  and  the  records 
from  the  beginning  of  the  year  will 
show  that  a  great  deal  haa  been  ac- 
complished."

There  is  not  likely  to  be  any  Im- 
provement In  the  high  prices  of  tea 
until  the  new  crop  cornea  In.  next 
October. 

Mr.  C.  J.  Carey,  the  local  tea  Im- 
porter, agrees  with  the  somewhst 
pessimistic  reports  which  are  being 
circulated  from  men  high  in  the  trade 
with  regard  to  the  present  situation  in 
the  tea'  industry. 

Mr.  Edgar  Pinto,  United  States  gen- 
eral manager  of  the  Balada  Tea  Com- 
pany, which  does  the  largest  tea  busi- 
ness In  that  country,  is  quoted  In 
Seattle  as  saying  that  the  "Increase  in 
the  retail  price  Is  tllght.  compsred 
with  the  rise  In  the  market  and  the 
prices  that  have  to  be  paid  by  tea 
houaes  who  place  real  value  on  the 
quality  of  the  product," 

Mr.  Carey,  in  associating  himself 
with  these  remarks,  says  the  increased 
demand  in  Russia,  and  the  difficulty 
of  securing  the  high  grades,  will  keep 
price  quotations  strong  on  the  market 
for  several  months.  He  does  not  see 
any  prospect  of  improvement  until  the 
next  crop  comes  In,  the  affect  of  which 
will  not  be  felt  in  British  Columbia 
for  about  seven  months

CHlCAOO,  March  11.  —  Wheat: 
Ixing  liquidation  has  been  a  Mg  fac- 
tor today,  wllh  a  heavy  tone,  especial- 
ly In  the  new  «rop  months.  In  which 
there  wss  also  a  lot  of  locnl  selling. 
The  rabies  were  suspiciously  strong 
thin  morning,  but  did  not  Induce 
much  buying.  Ksport  buying  Was  re- 
ported ot  small  proportions,  In  spite 
of  the  decline,  and  local  saJe*_  were 
small  also.  Ualns  were  forecast  for 
Kansas  and  Nebraska.  The  market 
has  "had  substantial  break  and  the 
weather  conditions  will  be  important. 
In  the  May  the  declines  sppear  to 
bring  out  but  little  liquidation  pres- 
sure, and  the  trade  Is  largely  profes- 
sional, which  will  mean  quick  revers- 
als of  the  trend.  Would  like  to  see  a 
i, ...ir,  export  demsnd  before  becom- 
ing aggressive  on  the  buying  side. 

Corn:  Offerings  have  been  large, 
snd  while  the  market  was  given  sup- 
port for  a  time  the  pressure  became 
too  great  and  the  stop  loaa  selling  too 
much  for  the  bulls.  The  caah  de- 
mand was  slow  and  salea  small.  The 
heavy  situation  In  cash  com  la  a  big 
factor  at  present,  and  proba*>ly  the 
hulls  will  have  difficulty  In  sustaining 
bulges  so  long  as  there  is  no  active 
demand  for  the  cash. 

Oats:  Held  rather  firm,  with  some 
local  buying  and  some  commission 
house  buying  on  the  reported  batter 
demand  in  the  East.  The  caah  situa- 
tion should  have  about  everything 
bearish  discounted  snd  at  current 
levels,  the  market  should  be  on  de- 
batable ground 

Bye:  liquidation  of  long  stuff  waa 
a  big  feature  and  prices  e*>ld  off  to 
the  lowest  level  In  some  time.  The 
export  demand  Is  not  at  all  commen- 
surate with  the  claims  of  scarcity. 
Thla  being  the  case  there  Is  much 
less  confidence  on  the  part  of  holders.

Good  Reports  of  Indcpen- 
atnee  Croup  in  Stewart  Camp 
— Machinery  to  Be  Taken  in 


Mr.  S.  p.  Fitzgerald,  managing 
director  of  the  Independence  Mining 
Company,  operating  at  Btewart.  who 
is  registered  at  the  Dominion  Hotel, 
received  word  from  the  North  giving 
the  results  of  the  assays  mads  by  Mr. 
John  Hovland.  of  Hyder. .  Alaska,  on 
samples  taken  across  the  face  of  the 
ora  body  which  has  just  been  en- 
countered in  the  main  tunnel.  He  Is 
very  much  elated  over  the  assays,  es- 
pecially In  view  of  the  fact  that  they 
were  made  by  Mr.  Hovland,  a  pro- 
fessional assayer,  who  waa  Instructed 
to  take  the  samples  himself. 

The  aaaaya  ahow  that  over  the 
whole  width  of  the  vein  which  proved 
to  be  3  2  fset  the 'samples  showed  an 
average  of  fy  a  ton.  The  average  for 
the  three  feet  which  adjoin  the  foot 
wall  gave  |84.40.  The  atx  feet  of  ore 
at  the  foot  wall  made  an  average  of 
835  a  ton. 

The  ore  waa  encountered  in  the 
main  drift  which  has  been  in  progress 
since  January  l.  19?3.  It  was  attained 
at  400  feet.  The  plans  of  the  man- 
agement for  the  future  Include  the 
carrying  on  of  .operatlona  drifting 
with  the  ore  body  now  located. 

Main   Drift  Showings 

But  while  this  main  drift  will  be 
followed  the  management  will  follow 
up  a  cross  cut  that  Is  in  progress, 
branching  off  at  280  feet  from  the 
mouth,  which  haa  now  been  continued 
365  feet.  The  object  of  this  croas  cut 
la  the  eventual  reaching  of  the  other 
two  tunnels  opened  up  as  number  3 
and  number  4.  Hy  this  method  the 
company  will  overcome  the  present 
difficulty  met  with  In  reaching  these 
latter  working*  by  reason  of  the  pre- 
cipitous character  of  the  country. 

With  respect  to  the  main  drift  Mr. 
Fitsgerald  expects  that  within  an- 
other 125  feet  a  new  showing  that  Is 
Indicated  on  the  surface  wIM  be  en- 
countered, yielding  still  richer  ore. 

He  will  leave  shortly  for  the  North 
In  order  to  be  on  the  ground  for  the 
extended  operations  this  Spring.  The 
compressor  plant  taken  In  over  a 
year  ago  haa  been  working  continu- 
ously. Accommodation  for  twenty- 
five  men  and  all  the  other  necessary 
offices  and  buildings  are  In  place.  This 
8ummer  a  larger  number  of  men  will 
be  put  to  work. 

To  Taato  in  New  Machinery 

Additional  machinery  and  auppllea 
have  been  sent  North,  representing 
fourteen  tons.  These  will  be  rushed 
In  over  the  snow  so  as  to  be  in  place 
for  the  opening  of  the  Spring  oper- 
ations. 

Some  changes  are  to  take  place  In 
connection  with  the  operations,  owing 
to  the  fact  that  Mr.  John  Fitsgerald. 
who  haa  been  secretary  of  the  Inde- 
pendence company.  Is  taking  charge 
of  the  Titan  mine,  another  of  the 
Fitsgerald  propertlea  on  the  Alaskan 
side  of  the  line.  His  place  la  being 
taken  at  the  Independence  by  Mr. 
William  Irwin,  assistant  manager  of 
the  Premier  when  Mr.  R.  K  Nelll  was 
In  charge  there. 

The  company  has  s  busy  season  in 
view  and  feel  that  the  showings  at 
the  property  fully  Justify  the  carry- 
ing Into  effect  of  a  very  vigorous 
policy.

WINNIPEG.  Man.  March  11.— 
Wheat:  Very  quiet  market  today  and 
with  the  lack  of  buying  power  the 
market  again  displayed  n  rather 
htuvy  tendency.  final  figures  1  S 
lower  to  %  up  from  the  low  spot. 
Exporters  snd  millers  were  out  of  the 
market  and  export  sales  last  night 
and  strain  this  m.ornlng  were  reported 
as  nil.  Opening  figures  were  litllo 
higher,  the  cables  only  partly  offer- 
ing the  decline  on  this  side  yesterday. 
Private  cables  indicated  that  Con- 
tinental markets  were  steadier  with  a 
little  business  pushing-  and  Seaboard 
reported  that  cables  were  showing  a 
better  tone  todsy  with  Oerniany  and 
Hollsnd  bidding  more  freely,  hut 
still  under  the  msrket  for  whest  and 
rye.  Some  export  business  was  re- 
ported In  American  rye. 

There  Is  a  decide.)  lull  In  the  ex- 
port demsnd  for  wheat  at  the  present 
time-  This  Is  perhsps  not  surprising 
considering  the  heavy  slocks  that  are 
now  afloat  bound  for  Europe.  Indi- 
cating that  at  least  there  Is  no  im- 
mediate scarcity.  I'ntll  these  stocks 
now  <>n  paseago  have  passed  into  con- 
suming channels  and  the  markets  on 
this  side  find  a  resting  place  and  be- 
come steady  the  foreigners  cannot 
be  expected  Un  show  much  activity. 
Reports  from  the  Winter  whest  belt 
Indicate  that  no  serious  damage  has 
occurred  from  the  Winter  killing,  al- 
though moisture  would  be  welcomed 
In  certain  sreas.  The  whest  market 
is  a  two-sided  affair  with  svntlment 
pretty  evenly  divided  at  present 
levels,  but  a  better  export  demand  or 
some  new  Incentive  will  be  required 
to  force  prices  higher. 

Coarse  O rains:  There  was  a  large 
trade  In  oats  today,  with  an  excellent 
claaa  of  buying  by  exporters.  It  be- 
ing stated  that  further  amounts  had 
been  takah  By  Germany.  The  under- 
tone Is  ateady  at  present  levels,  but 
stocks  still  continue  rather  burden- 
some. 

Barley:  This  market  continues 
more  or  less  dull,  with  a  small  trade 
passing  dally.

Falls  stand  to  be  wiped  out  of  more  I 
than  a  million  dollars,  an  order  for 
the  sale  of  the  assets  of  the  company 
being  made  this  morning  by  Mr.  Jus- 
tice Morrison,  on  the  application  of 
Mr.  A.  H.  Douglas,  representing  the 
bondholders.  The  application  was  op- 
posed by  Mr.  F.  G.  T.  Lucas  on  be- 
half of  creditors  representing  about 
$15,000. 

No  Opposition  llcglstcrod 

No  opposition  came  from  the  bal- 
ance of  the  unaecured  creditors,  nor 
from  holders  of  debentures. 

The  Whalen  business  has  been  In 
the  hands  of  a  receiver  for  the  past 
eighteen  months.  In  the  application 
for  the  sale  it  was  stated  that  the  val- 
uation placed  on  the  plant,  timber 
limits  and  other  property  was  $7,828.- 
000,  and  the  obligations  total  more 
than  $10,000,000.  There  are  due  from 
whatever  amount  will  be  realised  from 
the  aale.  $4,000,000  to  the  bondhold- 
er and  other  preferred  creditora. 
Debenture  Holders'  Iamb 

If  the  sale  realizea  the  full  valua- 
tion placed  on  the  plant  and  other  aa- 
aeta  of  the  company,  the  debenture 
stockholders  will  receive  45  cents  on 
the  dollar. 

"This  means."  said  Mr.  Lucas,  in 
opposing  the  application  for  the  sale, 
"that  more  than  a  million  dollara  due 
to  unaecured  creditors,  will  be  wiped 
out  absolutely." 

Mr.  Justice  Morrison    granted  the 
order  for  the  sale  on  May  88.

The  grestesl  objection  to  radio 
reception  that  Is  encountered  today 
Is  the  unnaturalnens  and  distortion  of 
the  resultant  output.  It  is  h  common 
thing  to  hear  radio  denounced  In 
scathing  ten. >s  as  a  blaring,  noisy 
nuisance.  It  cannot  be  denied  that 
music  from  the  msjorlty  of  radio 
sets  is  not  natural  and  life-like,  and 
there  Is  some  basis  for  the  above 
complaint.  Tills  Is  regrettshle  be- 
cause it  Is  possible  to  get  pure  tone 
and  perfect  reproduction  out  of  any 
properly  constructed  set. 

There  are  many  places  In  on  outfit 
where  noises  and  distortion  may  take 
place,  such  as  the  loud  speaker,  the 
batteries,  excessive  regeneration,  etc. 
This  srtlrle  deals  with  the  most  com- 
mon source,  thst  Is,  the  amplifier. 
Klrst  of  all  the  transformers  must 
bo>  of  a  low  rstlo.  Anything  higher 
then  six  to  one  sbsolutely  will  not 
and  cannot  under  any  circumstances 
give  sstlsfsctory  reproduction.  The 
lower  the  ratio  the  better.  Three  to 
one  Is  Idesl.  The  transformers  In  an
